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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Gregori et al., at Fig. 3, discloses a variable c=0,1 ,2 corresponding to different levels of ECC for data protection of memory cells, such 
memory cells having plural densities, e.g., 2 bits per cell and 4 bits per cell at page 751 last line, page 753 col. 1 penultimate para. col. 2 
last para., page 754 col. 2 paras. 1-3. 

The gist of the prior art by Gregori et al. is the design of polyvalent codes for implementing ECC based on memory cells with plural 
densities or plural bits per cell, e.g., sect. V: conclusion at page 754, page 751 col. 2 last para. 

Applicants allege that the prior art of record does not teach 'implementing error correction depending on the density of data storage.' 
Gregori et al. clearly constructs polyvalent ECC for multilevel/different density memory storage operating, e.g., at 2 bit/cell and 4 bit/cell at 
page 751 col. 2 last para, as claimed. 

Examiner thus maintains that the claims at bar in their present form are unpatentable over the prior art by Gregori et al.
